Washington, Feb. IT.— 'A PI — 
Hugh R. Wilson, ambassador

Germany , testified before the sen­ 
ate military committee today on 
European conditions In a closed 
session from which even the of­ 
ficial stenographer was ex cluded. 
Following the meeting, at which 
all senators were sworn to sec­ 
recy . it was reported authorita­ 
tively that Wilson had declined 
to answer many “important” q ues­ 
tions on the grounds that the in­ 
ternational

Wilson was reported to have 
told the committeemen that any 
answers he might make to cer­ 
tain q uestions might disturb in­ 
ternational 
relations and 
might 
impair his own usefulness. 
The ambassador was 
recalled 
from Germany in December by 
President Roosevelt for consulta­ 
tion and to report.

member 
said 
Wilson was asked about the re­ 
puted air strength of Germany 
and replied that an ambassador 
would have much difficulty ob­ 
taining any information on such 
a point.

would continue the RFC, the Com­ 
modity 
Credit 
corporation, 
the 
Ex port-Import bank and the Elec­ 
tric Farm and Home authority to 
Jan. 15, 19 41. Ex isting law pro­ 
vides for their ex piration June 30. 
The legislation also would in­ 
crease the capitalization of the 
Disaster Loan corporation from 
$20,000,000 
to 
$40,000,000 
a nd 
make it available to aid victims 
of disasters occurring after Dec. 
31, 19 38 . the present limit. 
Republicans 
on t h e 
banking 
committee s e r v e d notice they 
would offer amendments to change 
the proposed ex piration date of 
the RFC and its affiliates from 
Jan. 15, 19 41, to June 15, of that 
y ear. 
“Attem pt to Embarrass” 
Rep. Wolcott iR-Mieh) charged 
the earlier date was 
proposed 
“deliberately ” in an attem pt 
to 
embarrass the nex t administra­ 
tion, especially if it should be Re­ 
publican. 
"It would be phy sically impos­ 
sible,” Wolcott told the rules com­ 
mittee, “for the nex t congress to 
do 
any thing 
but 
continue 
the 
whole RFC setup ex actly as it 
found it in the 12 day s allowed 
under the bill as drafted.” 
The senate approved y esterday 
a bill to ex tend the RFC until 
June 30, 19 41. 
Wolcott later told reporters he 
would lead an effort to discon­ 
tinue the activities of the Ex port- 
Import bank on the ground they 
constitute a thieat to this coun­ 
try ’s neutrality policy . 
Although 
the legislation

tains a provision to limit to $100,- 
000,000 the amount of loans the 
bank 
may have outstanding at 
one time, a limitation put in to 
forestall just such criticism, Wol­ 
cott said the amount was not im­ 
portant.

Chicago. Feb. 17 — (AP) 
The 
number of influenza cases report­ 
ed to the Chicago board of health 
during February rose to 656 to­ 
day , with the number of deaths 
increasing to 22. 
The board said 104 new cases 
and .six more deaths were 
re­ 
ported for the 24 hours ended at 
9 A. M 
Only the most serious 
cases of the disease are brought 
to the attention of health authori­ 
ties. 
For the same period in Febru­ 
ary , 19 3 8 , influenza cases totaled 
40, with nine deaths. There was 
also an increase shown this month 
in the incidence of pneumonia. 


Champaign. 111., Feo. 17. — (APi 
Schools, churches and theatres 
in Champaign and Urbana were 
ordered closed today by health of­ 
ficials 
fighting an outbreak of 
influenza. 
They estimated 2,500 to 3,000 
persons 
were 
stricken 
by 
the 
“flu” 
and 
similar 
respiratory 
diseases. 
Public gatherings were banned 
until further notice. 
The action was taken by the 
Champaign-Urbana public health 
district 
after 
consultation with 
Dr. A. C. Bax ter, acting director 
of the state department of health, 
and representatives of the medi­ 
cal society . 
The University of Illinois was 
ex empt from the closing order. 
Influenza caused the closing of 
the DeKalb township high school 
in northern Illinois, the Commun­ 
ity Catholic high school at Ster­ 
ling, and several Chicago subur­ 
ban schools. 
Dr. Robert 
A. 
Black, acting 
president of the Chicago board 
of health, said y esterday 
there 
were indications the outbreak in 
the 
metropolitan area was de­ 
creasing. 
In Chicago 552 eases 
sufficiently severe to be reported 
were entered on the board's rec­ 
ords this month. There were 16 
deaths in the same period.

Repo rt Attempt 
On Life o f II 
Duce Recently 


Rome. Feb. 17. 
(A P)—Rumors 
that a demented man had shot a 
guard at Premier Mussolini’s home, 
the Villa Torlonia, in an apparent 
attempt on II Duce’s life, spread 
tonight in Rome. 
Officials first denied there was 
any truth to the rumors, then said 
they could neither confirm nor de­ 
ny them. 
The most persistent version of 
several rumors was that a man 
loitering outside II Duce’s spacious 
estate was asked by a guard to 
identify himself. Thereupon, the 
report said, the man drew a pistol 
from his trousers 
pocket, 
said, 
“take this to y our 
master,” and 
shot the guard in the groin. 
According to this 
version 
the 
shooting occurred shortly after the 
fascist grand council meeting on 
Wednesday night at the Palazzo 
Venezia, where Mussolini has his 
downtown offices. The premier had 
presided at the meeting. 
The rumor said the man was 
arrested 
immediately 
by

grounds of the villa and that he 
was found to be a recently -released 
inmate of an insane asy lum. 
Uniformed guards and detect­ 
ives in plainclothes are constantly

founder of the Methodist Church 
Temperance Board 
and interna­ 
tional leader 
of the 
prohibition 
movement, died y esterday . 
After tak ing a leading part 
in 
liq uor debates and political efforts 
to win and preserve 
prohibition, 
Dr. Wilson waged 
his last fight 
against liq uor 
during the repeal 
tide that sw ept the nation in 19 32. 
A 
graduate 
of 
University of 
Southern California 
in 18 9 4, 
he 
came here in 19 05. 
His widow 
and two 
daughters 
survive. 
Evangelical fervor and 
im pas­ 
sioned oratory helped mak e 
Rev. 
Wilson one of the spectacular fig­ 
ures in the prohibition 
movement 
for more than a q uarter of a cen­ 
tury . 
Head for 26 y ears of the Board 
of Temperance. 
Prohibition 
and 
Public Morals 
of the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, 
he threw the 
full force of a dy namic personality 
into reform work , particularly the 
to obtain national prohibition and 
the subseq uent struggle to retain 
it. 
For 20 y ears of this term from 
his office in the Methodist build­ 
ing. almost within the shadow of 
the capitol. and on speak ing tours 
to all parts 
of the 
country , he 
waged an 
unflagging 
campaign 
against liq uor, gambling and vice. 
To charges tha t he was injur­ 
ing the prestige of his church and 
of religion generally 
by “mix ing 
in politics,” 
he 
replied that 
it 
was the business of the church 
to 
fight for laws safe-guarding 
the 
moral welfare of the people. 
“To imagine that 
Christianity 
can fulfill its functions and 
the 
church carry on its work without 
ever touching things of a civic na ­ 
ture is to dream 
of unrealities,’’ 
he said. 
A Republican, 
Dr. Wilson sup­ 
ported Herbert Hoover in the 19 28 
presidential campaign against Al­ 
fred. E. Smith, whom he called a 
“wet nullifier of the Constitution”. 
But in 19 32, when President Hoo­ 
ver was running against Frank lin 
D. Roosevelt. Dr. Wilson created a 
furore at 
the Ohio conference of 
his church 
when 
he denounced 
Hoover as a “deserter from 
the 
dry forces the first day he 
was 
elected.” 
He said he was going to vote 
for 
Norm an 
Thomas. 
Socialist 
candidate for president. 
He a n­ 
nounced later, however, that 
he 
had w ithdraw n 
his 
support 
of 
Thomas upon learning there was 
a “wet" plank 
in the 
Socialist 
platform. 
Dr. Wilson caused a minor sen­ 
sation in 
19 31 
when 
he urged 
President Hoover to call out the 
marines to enforce adherence 
by 
New York and New Jersey to the 
prohibition 
amendment. 
T ha t 
same y ear he 
became the storm 
center of 
another 
controversy 
when he w as q uoted by the press 
as say ing tha t at the Detroit con­ 
vention of 
the American legion 
“numbers of staggering 
drunk s 
disgraced the uniform and y elled 
for beer." 
Friendship With Harro w 
Away from the prohibition a re ­ 
na, Dr. Wilson presented a graci­ 
ous, cordial and cultured side of 
his nature. He had several person­ 
al friends among the "wets", es­ 
pecially Clarence 
Darrow. famed 
anti-prohibitionist and avowed a g­ 
nostic, with whom he made d eb at­ 
ing tours of the country . 
In debate on the liq uor issue 
they went after each other ha m ­ 
mer and tongs, but off the pla t­ 
form they were cronies. Dr. Wil­ 
son said "the unbelieving lawy er 
would have 
made 
a wonderful 
preacher if he 
had been 
soundly 
converted.” 
W ith his snow white hair, silk en 
white goatee and mustache, bright 
blue ey es and ruddy complex ion, 
the Methodis 
temperance 
leader 
was a distinguished figure. He ap­ 
peared to be eq ually at home ad­ 
dressing a curbstone gathering or 
a fashionable audience in 
a large 
church. 
Clarence True Wilson was born 
at Milton. Del.. April 24. 1*72 the 
son of a Methodist minister who 
had been converted while he was 
a sailor. The son began preaching 
to convicts in the Delaware state 
prison when he was only 15. be­ 
came noted as “the boy preacher” 
and at 17. and while still in school, 
was made pastor of a church at 
Rising Sun. Del He also supplied 
the pulpit of the Eighteenth Street 
M. E. Church in New York , held a 
pastorate at Seaford. 
Del., 
and, 
when only 1*. was ordained d ea­ 


con, the y oungest man 
ev er adm it­ 
ted to the Methodist ministry . 
He attended high 
school 
at 
Princess Anne. 
Md.; 
Conference 
Academy , Dover, 
Del., and 
St. 
John's College. Annapolis. He was 
graduated with the A. B. degree 
from University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, where 
he 
won Phi Beta 
Kappa honors, in 18 9 4. 
The nex t 
y ear he took a B D. from McClay 
College a t Los Angeles and 
in 
18 9 7 received 
Ph. B. 
from San 
Joaq uin 
Valley 
College. He held 
honorary 
doctorates 
from 
St. 
John’s and W ashington College. 
Before becoming secretary of 
the 
tem perance 
a n d 
morals 
board in 1910, he held pastorates 
a t First M. E. Church. San Diego, 
Cal.; St. Luk e’s Church, Newark , 
N. J.. and Grace 
and Centenary 
Churches, Portland. Ore. He was a 
delegate to the 19 16 and 19 24 gen­ 
eral conferences of his church anti 
to the ecumenical conference 
at 
London in 19 21. 
Fo r Simplified Spelling 
He w as a form er vice-president 
of the International Reform As­ 
sociation, a member of the 
Na­ 
tional Tem perance Council and al­ 
so of 
the 
Simplified 
Spelling 
Board, whose cause was one of his 
hobbies. 
Wilson retired from active duty 
in May , 19 36, and was made sec­ 
retary em eritus of 
the tem per­ 
ance board. 
A fter that he spent 
much time at his country 
home 
near Portland, Ore. 
While a pastor in Portland 
he 
w as married, 
on 
November 27, 
19 07, to Miss Maude Aik in. They 
had two children, 
Virginia, who 
married Dr. Charles C. Peterham 
of Portland, and Maribeth. 
Wilson’s caustic denunciations 
of prominent "wets" and of some 
Volstead law 
enforcement 
offi­ 
cials, coupled with his belligerent 
phrases on the liq uor q uestion in 
general, brought 
freq uent criti­ 
cisms in the day s when prohibi­ 
tion was 
a 
hot 
political issue. 
Sometimes he modified such state­ 
ments. but he maintained alway s 
it was the duty 
of a churchman 
to “fight the good fight.” Answer­ 
ing remonstrances at the severity 
of his attack s upon individuals, he 
said: 
"I am a fighter 
in the ‘dry ’ 
cause. 
This is mv 
life and 
it 
would be meaningless if I did not 
struggle to protect the y outh of 
this country from the demoraliz­ 
ing liq uor traffic.” 
His speak ing 
tours 
took into 
every state of the union, Canada, 
0 
England and France. In 19 21 he 
left Topek a, Kan., for a tour 
of 
the country in an automobile rig­ 
ged up as a "prohibition 
w ater 
wagon.”

new tax money is to lie divided 
am ong 
the 
six ty -vear-olds-an- 
above on a pro-rata basis, under 
the req uirement that they 
sp en d 
this monthly annuity , every 30 
day s into the channels of trade. 
The 
ex penditure 
of 
this 
tax 
money through the hands of the 
old folk s in every nook and corner 
of the country will so stimulate 
the m ark et as to create immedia­ 
tely a demand for billions of dol­ 
lars worth of goods, and new ser­ 
vices in transporting and distri­ 
buting these gods. And as long as 
we continue to collect the m ark et­ 
ing tax and distribute it in em ­ 
ploy ment of the aged, just so long 
can we have a stabilized and de­ 
pendable m ark et that will absorb 
all wealth that can be produced. 
It has been stated, by a few, 
tha t the Townsend 
Plan 
would 
bank rupt 
the 
government. 
That statem ent is not true. The 
fact is: that the Townsend Plan 
will not obligate the government 
one penny , it stands on its own 
feet. 
It pay s its own way . It 
only pay s out w hat the mark eting 
tax produces. 
Neither, is it true, 
that "prices" will be sk y rock eted. 
It is true, though, tha t it will put 
an end to our present borrowing- 
an* 1-spending program and there­ 
by eliminate the terrific tax burd­ 
en of today . Several of the y oung­ 
er club-members stated that they 
could 
not see, 
as to how 
the 
"Townsend 
Plan" 
would 
benefit 
them, and -so for tha t reason they 
were not in favor of it. 
Let me 
point out to y ou, y oung man, just 
a few way s in which this "plan" 
will greatly benefit y ou.

a good, steady job, with a liveable 
wage. 
And then, as this plan will 
provide y ou a monthly annuity ,

Mons Vaticanus for, and how it 
came to be so called, is lost in the 
m ists of time. But the chances 
are it all had something to do 
with the Latin word "vaticinia", 
meaning prophecies or oracles. 
The Romans didn't lik e the spot. 
Tacitus said its air was unhealth- 
lul and Martial reported that "if 
y ou drink Vatican wine y ou drink 
poison.” 
The early Christians certainly 
found it an unhealthful spot. In a 
circus built there, Romans were 
regaled with sporting games in 
which 
tortured 
Christians 
were 
the main event. It came to pass 
that St. Peter was ex ecuted and 
buried on Mons Vaticanus. 
This 
accident led, eventually , to the 
situation ol the Catholic capital 
on the hill. 
To devout t ’hristians, the burial 
place of St. Peter was an a ttra c ­ 
tion. 
As the decades wore on and 
the Christian faith entrenched it­ 
self, more and more pilgrims jour­ 
ney ed to pray on Mons Vaticanus. 
It 
became 
necessary 
to 
house 
them, feed them, hospitalize them. 
Buildings and a basilica grew up 
around the spot, then monasteries.

All this time the Popes were 
not living a t the Vatican. Their 
home was the beautiful old Ro­ 
man Palace of the Late ran. 
But 
they were constantly adding to 
the growing Vatican site, enlarg­ 
ing it, beautify ing it. 
Innocent 
III (119 8 -1216) was the one who 
put walls and gate towers around 
it as protection against riots and 
vandals. 
Nicholas 111 
(1277-128 0) 
con­ 
ceived the Vatican as we k now it 
in its historic form. But he wasn’t 
Pope long enough to carry out. his 
designs and in 1308 the misfor­ 
tune of the "Baby lonian captiv­ 
ity " 
befell the Popes, for- the 
French k ings carried them off to 
Avignon. 
Soon afte r this occur­ 
red 
the Lateran 
Palace 
burned 
down. 
After a 70-y ear ex ile the Popes 
returned to Rome and found the 
Vatican an ideal place to live, 
it 
was gated, it was walled, it had 
sanitary arrangem ents, it was a 
city in itself. They moved in 
never to leave again, ex cept for 
one more period. 
They built with 
an ey e for defense, put tunnels 
under it. made a fortress of it.

With 
Nicholas 
V 
(1447-1455) 
opens the glorious period of the 
Vatican. 
This 
Pope 
began 
to 
preserve the wonderful buildings 
and gardens which had come down 
from ancient times. In addition 
he put up new buildings of his 
own and brought in artists to de­ 
corate 
them. 
Subseq uent 
popes 
followed 
his 
ex ample 
until 
the 
Vatican became one of the most 
beautiful residences on earth. 
From 
th e middle of 
th e 
17 th 
century to th e middle of th e 18 th 
very little 
was added 
to the 
buildings 
but 
th e 
Popes 
began 
collecting 
th e work s of art lor 
which the Vatican is so famous. 
The 19 th century opened badly 
for the Vatican. 
Napoleon cap­ 
tured Pius VII and carried him 
off to France. Nex t, a great agi­ 
tation rose in Italy for cession of 
the remaining Papal States to the 
King 
The 
Vatican 
refused 
to 
part 
with these 
rich 
provinces. 
Between 18 59 and 
18 70, revolu­ 
tions and wars brok e out and on 
September 20, 18 70, in the face of 
an Italian army , the Vatican sur­ 
rendered its land. 
The Kingdom of Italy passed 
the Laws of G uaranty of 18 71, 
meant to settle relations between 
the Kingdom and the Vatican, but 
Pius IX stubbornly refused to ac­ 
k nowledge them. 
He imposed a 
state of incarceration on himself 
and stay ed 
within 
the Vatican 
walls. 


Until 19 29 the Popes were "the 
prisoners of the Vaiieiy V’, but the 
late Pope Pius XI put an end to 
all that. 
Through intermediaries 
he negotiated the U ueran Treaty 
by which the Vatican gave up its 
claims to the Papal States and the 
government accorded the Vatican 
the status 
of 
an independent 
City -State. 
For almost six ty y ears Catholic 
publicists, in discussing the “Ro­ 
man Question" 
i. e.. how to pro­ 
vide for the sovereignty of the 
Vatican 
had demanded a narrow 
strip running to the sea as a way 
to guarantee the independence of 
movement of the Pope. But the 
late 
Pont ut 
solved 
this 
k notty 
problem by writing into the L a t­ 
eran Treaty a provision that the 
Vatican could k eep airplanes and 
that the government could not fly 
its planes over the area 
As a sovereign state, the V ati­ 
can has the right to issue stamps, 
money , passports, send and re­ 
ceive ambassadors, establish 
its. 
own police courts, judiciary and 
jail, 
maintain 
telephone, 
tele­ 
graph and radio communications, 
all of which it does 
It does not collect customs or 
tax es and 
receives 
food, 
w ater 
gas 
and 
industrial 
products 
through Italy . It is supported by 
contributions from the laithful. 
Italian is the official language 
of the City -State but Latin is the 
official language of the Holy See. 
The state is a neutral, may not 
be a member of the League of 
Nations or allow its territory to 
be used in aid of one party to an 
international conflict. 
It may , however, use its mis­ 
sion of peace to mediate at the 
req uest of warring powers.
